the Right Reverened Roger Israel IX 
D., bishop of the Erie Diocese, of the 
Episcopal church, announced that the 
Episcopal church has determined to 
undertake the largest single enter- 
prise in its history, namely, to insti- 
tute a system of pensions for its re- 
tired clergy. 
Before entering upon 


this policy the church did two things: 
(1) Made a careful census of the sal- 
aries now paid'to the clersj-::;ca and 
(2) had calculations nude by expert 
actuaries of the coat of maintaining 
a system, the permanent success ot 
which there could be no douot. 


The census of salaries now complet- 


ed shows 
the 
following principal 


facts: There are 4,420 men in tne ac- 
tive service of the Episcopal church in 
the United States. 
The average sal- 


ary of these is $1,200 a year. 
This 


is not all cash but includes a value 
of the house when provided. 
More 


than seven 
hundred ministers re- 


ceive a salary less than $1,000 a year 
and many of these are the older cler- 
gymen who have hard tasks. 
The 


church is now virtually Carrying out 
a scheme of retirewiena. at the ex- 
pense of its older men. 


These meagre salaries are paid to 


clergymen serving what is often cal- 
led the richest church merberghip In 
America. 
These men are expected 


to have a good education to dress well 
to live and move among people whose 
rents are high, keep opes house, al- 
ways appear cheerful, and to preserve 
their physical vigor.

D., bishop of the Erie Diocese, of the 
Episcopal church, announced that the 
Episcopal church has determined to 
undertake the largest single enter- 
prise in its history, namely, to insti- 
tute a system of pensions for its re- 
tired clergy. 
Before entering upon 


this policy the church did two things: 
(1) Made a careful census of the sal- 
aries now paid'to the clersj-::;ca and 
(2) had calculations nude by expert 
actuaries of the coat of maintaining 
a system, the permanent success ot 
which there could be no douot. 


The census of salaries now complet- 


ed shows 
the 
following principal 


facts: There are 4,420 men in tne ac- 
tive service of the Episcopal church in 
the United States. 
The average sal- 


ary of these is $1,200 a year. 
This 


is not all cash but includes a value 
of the house when provided. 
More 


than seven 
hundred ministers re- 


ceive a salary less than $1,000 a year 
and many of these are the older cler- 
gymen who have hard tasks. 
The 


church is now virtually Carrying out 
a scheme of retirewiena. at the ex- 
pense of its older men. 


These meagre salaries are paid to 


clergymen serving what is often cal- 
led the richest church merberghip In 
America. 
These men are expected 


to have a good education to dress well 
to live and move among people whose 
rents are high, keep opes house, al- 
ways appear cheerful, and to preserve 
their physical vigor.
